Among great historical characters 
there is none exerting a wider or 
more potent influence upon succeed- 
ing generations than that of George 
Washington. It is conceded that 
all history furnishes not another 
character so symmetrical in all its 
parts as that of the first President of 
the United States As a patriot, a 
citizen, a soldier and a statesman, 
Washington stands out in bold relief 
on the pages of history, the greatest 
American that ever lived It is this 
magnificent equipoise of character 
attributes that most strikingly im- 
presses the student of his personality 
and achievements. 

It may be said of Washington as 
was said of Louis Phillippe : "He 
had no youth ; he was born a man." 
Washington received only a common 
school education. He was ever 
sensitive of his educational limita- 
tions ; and after he had served as 
commander-in chief of the army, 
acted as President for two terms and 
indelibly set the impress of his 
character upon the foundation prin- 
ciples of the greatest of free govern- 
ments, he appealed to half a dozen 
of his colleagues and friends for 
help in writing and revising his 
farewell address. Though in his 
youth he was content to earn his 
living as a hired surveyor, when he 
died, Washington was one of the 
wealthiest Americans of his time, 
his propel ty exclusive of his wife's 
and the Mount Vernon estate, being 
worth over $500,000. He was a 
successful bnsiness man, as well as 
a great soldier and statesman. 

In hi9 youth, and seven during 
the Revolution, Washington was a 
good deal of a dandy. In his per- 
sonal appearance he was excep- 
tionally clean and neat. He is de- 
scribed as tall, well-proportioned and 
of commanding presence. His feet 
were unusually latge. Though he 
wore false teeth and his large- featur- 
ed face was colorless and pitted from 
small-pox, he was considered hand- 
some. 

Washington was fond of a good 
time with congenial companions, 
He was passionately fond of danc- 
ing, and he frequently went to pic- 
nics, one of his particular diver- 
sions. He was fond of cards and 
billiards, usually with small stakes 
His diary shows that he lost fully as 
often as he won at both games 
Washington was also fond of fish- 
ing and hunting, the theater and the 
circus. Music, too, charmed him 
In reading, Washington favored 
works on agriculture and military 
science, though there were historical 
books, besides poems and novels by 
standard authors, in his library. 
After more than a dozen love affairs, 
Washington, in 1759, when he was 
27 years, married the wealthy wi- 
dow of Daniel Parke Custis. Mar- 
tha Washington is reported to have 
been comely, obstinate, and a poor 
speller, yet well-bred and generally 
kind to relations and friends Wash- 
ington, though, always seemed satis- 
fied with her. 

Washington's conduct as President 
showed the natural results of his 
characteristics and training as a 
citizen and a soldier. Guided by no 
impulse but thai of duty, bound by 
no other ties save those of honor and 
the best interests of the whole people, 
his principles and work as the first 
President of the new Republic ought 
to serve as the motto and model of 
every public official, as they have 
always been and must ever be the true 
basis of good government and politi 
cal reform. Prudence, concilia* am 
and firmness proved to be the charac- 
teristics of his conduct during the 
two adininstrations, whether in deal- 
ing with domestic troubles, or the 
United States' relations with England 
and Prance, or the jealousness and 
divergent opinions of the members 
of his own cabinet. Other features 
of his statesmanship were his pro- 
gressive views and abolition of slave- 
ry and the foundation of a national 
university. Washington's whole 
career is animate with the heart 
throbs of American history ; his every 
public act resplendent with coloring 
American sentiments. Beneath ap- 
parent austerity of manner there 
moved a current of patriotism as 
broad as his country and as deep as 
humanity.

Watson, whose "Annals" con- 
tain many significant and interesting 
details of those early days, gives an 
account of a dinner which was offer 
ed to Washington on his receiving 
his appointment. The leaders of 
Congress, who were the foremost 
men in the Colonies, were the guests. 
They met in the evening at a fam- 
ous hostelry at Gray's Ferry, a sub- 
urb of Philadelphia, and were cheer- 
ful and even gay while at dinner. 
The first toast was given, "To the 
health of George Washington, com- 
mander in-chief of the American 
army." They all had risen, expec 
tant, lifting their glasses, when 
Washington, with a grave smile on 
his lips, his eyes gazing into the dis- 
tance, said. " The American Army !" 

At the unaccustomed words, every 
man saw, for the first time, the task 
which he had and its almost certain 
failure. On one side a feeble chance 
of success and liberty, on the other, 
ruin and death. Washington look- 
ed at them in .solemn silence, and 
then, bowing his head gravely, and, 
accepting the task laid upon him, 
turned and went out without a word. 
Every glass was placed untasted on 
the table, and it was not long after 
until the assembly dispersed.

Mr Lee's willing submission to 
Washington's judgment was imitat- 
ed through all the country Trust 
in Washington brought about tne 
adoption of the new constitution bv 
Virginia, and without the ratification 
by that State, then the larg< 
the Union, the constitution would 
never have gone into effect. 

" He assured Washington's influ- 
ence carried this government," wrote 
Monroe to Jefferson, after the Vir- 
ginia convention had voted for the 
constitution. " The country was an 
instrument with thirteen strings, and 
the only master who could bring 
about all their harmonious thought 
was Washington."

George Washington died between 
10 and rt o'clock, the night of De- 
cember 14th, 1799. The day of his 
birth is celebrated throughout the 
United States and wherever else 
there are Americans, but the day of 
his death is known to few of his 
countrymen. 

Washington had for some time 
been in retirement at Mount Ver- 
non. His liveliest and most active 
concern was in the management of 
the place. 

It is recorded that on December 
10th, he walked through the grounds 
immediately surrounding the house 
with his favorite nephew, Lawrence 
Lewis and Lewis' wife, Nellie 
Custis, the adopted daughter of 
Washington. Lewis and Miss Custis 
had not been married a year. As 
the trio walked through the garden 
on December ioih, Washington 
pointed out to his companions the 
place where he intended to erect a 
new family vault having been rived 
by trees. 

On the afternoon of December 9th, 
Washington completed a set of plans 
on which he had for some time been 
engaged, for the cultivation of fields 
and the rotation of the crops, in- 
dicating the acreage to be planted 
and the nature of the crop for 
several years in advance. 
' December nth, according to 
Washington's diary, was windy and 
rainy, and at night there was a ring 
about the moon 

December 12th was cloudy and 
threatening In the morning of 
that day, Washington wrote a letter 
to Alexander Hamilton, approving a 
plan which Hamilton had submitted 
to the Secretary of War for the 
erection of a national military 
academy, which later was created at 
Point. He concluded the 
leiter, and at 10 o'clock called for 
his saddle horse and started on ■ 
tour of the plantation. It was 
almost an invariable custom of 
Washington's to make this tour 
daily. About noon snow began to 
fall. Snow turned to rain and this 
to hail, but Washington did not 
return to the house till he had made 
his rounds. It was then 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon. 

Tobias Lear, Washington's private 
secretary, saw that the general was 
wet and cold, but he went to dinner 
without changing his clothes. The 
next morning, December 13th, the 
snow lay three inches deep on the 
ground and Washington remained 
indoors during the forenoon. He 
was bOaTM and complained of sore 
throat. In the afternoon he walked 
out in the grounds at the front of 
the house, overlooking the river, 
and marked severals trees which he 
wished cut down. His hoarsen 
increased That evening a slave 
brought the mail from the post office 
at Alexandria, aud Lear read the 
papers to Washington. Hoth were 
particularly interested in the debates 
in the Virginia assembly. 

Between 2 and 3 o'clock in the 
morning el December 14th, Wasli 
ington awakened Mis Washington, 
but would not permit her to leave 
the chamber to call a servant At 
dawn, when a negro woman entered 
to amies, a lire, she was sent to 
arouse Ml who dispatched a 

nger for Hr. CraJk at A I 
dria and called 111 Uawlins, the o\ 
seer of the place, to bleed the gene- 
ral Rawlins took half a pint of 
blood from the patient Gargles 
were used and hot poultice applied 
to the throat, but he could breathe 
and ipeak only with difficulty Or 
Craik came about 9 o'clock and later 
Dr. Dick and Dr. Browne, one of 
them coming all the way from Port 
TobKCO, far away down on the 
Maryland shore. 

At 4 o'clock the general called 
Mrs. Washington and directed bei 
to fetch him some papers from the 
papers were wills. 
One he hade her to destroy in the 
fire, and the other to keep. 

Lear relates that he took the 
general's hand, and that Washing- 
ton- said to him : " I find that I am 
going My breath cannot last long. 
1 believed from the first that the 
disorder would prove fatal. Do von 
my accounts and settle my 
books, as you know more about 
them than anybody else, and let Mr. 
Rawlins finish my other letters 
which he has begun." 

l)r Craik came in again at live 
o'clock and Washington said to him, 
"Doctor, I die hard, but I am not 



afraid to go." An hour later the 
other physicians came in and all as- 
sisted in propping the general up in 
bed. Washington said to them, 
"I feel that I am going, I thank you 
for your kind attentions, hut I pray 
you take no more trouble about me; 
let me go off quietly; I cannot last 
long." 

Lear says that at ten o'clock the 
general made an effort, and with 
great difficulty, said ; " I am just go- 
ing. Have me decently buried and 
do not let my body be put in the 
vault in less than three days after I 
am dead " Lear says, " I bowed, 
for I could not speak." 

Di. Craik held Washington's 
wrist, then gently laid it down. He 
closed the eyes of Washington, for 
the great man was dead. It was 
late in the night of December 14th, 

1799- 

The funeral was held December 
iSth. All the people of the neigh 
borhood were at the house. The 
corporation of Alexandria, com- 
panies of militia and Masons from 
Alexandria were there. The pro- 
cession moved away. A sloop of 
war off Mount Vernon fired minute 
guns. The will was read. In it 
Washington gave freedom to his 
slaves, after the death of his widow, 
and provided for the maintenance of 
those too feeble or too old or too 
young to take care of themselves. 

Washington was opposed to the 
institution of slavery. There are 
many of bis letters to prove this. 
In one writteu to Lawrence Lewis 
in 1797, he said, " I wish from my 
soul that the Legislature of the State 
could see the policy of the gradual 
abolition of slavery. It might save 
future mischief " Washington was 
a prophet. 



CHINESE PAGODA. 

Though its history extends so far 
back into antiquity that its origin 
is veiled in the prol'oundest m\s-

Taking Into consideration 1 he fact 
(hat nearly every one is familiar 
with the fascinating lines of the pa- 

goda, it seems all the more slrauge 
thai even nt orients who have given 
years of study to the subject do not 
know what those ancient skyscrap- 
ers really aie, why they were origi- 
nally built, or to what use they weie 
subsequently put- Like everything 
else connected with the vast Celes- 
tial Empire, all records in which pa- 
godas are mentioned are more or 
I ss vitiated by fable 

The word "pagoda" is not 
Chinese. It is believed to come 
either from the Persian or the 
Hindustan, and means "a while

Often the internal form of a pa- 
goda differs from the outside. In 
the greater towers the shape inside 
and out Is generally the same, but in 
ji good many the interior section is 
square from top to bottom, (he 
square changing its orientation at 
every stage. This is made necessary 
by ihe style of construction. In 
some cases the openings — doors 01 
windows — in the outer face* occur 
alternately, and these must corre- 
spond to aside of the interior square 
and 10 a corner. 

The padogas divided internally 
into stories always have an odd 
numbers to floors— seven, eleven 
or thirteen. The reason for this is 
that the Buddhists consider the odd 
11 umbers to be the most religious 
and propitious. Incidentally, the 
Chinese do not count floors as yve 
do. They always count the base- 
ment as the first floor. 

S >ni'< padogas are solid and some- 
times there is simply a spiral stair- 
case, sleep ami nawow, leading 
right to the lop. But whether solid 
or hollow, its stHges are always 
marked externally by either pro- 
jecting tool's or cornices. 

Perbftpt that which explains best 
the astonishing number of pagodas, 
apart from the religious belief, is 
the Chinese superstition of feng 
shui. They are supposed to bring 
good fortune* to protect the cities 
or distiic'.s in their neighborhood, 
to drive off bad influences and to 
bring happiness and wealth to the 
people. This belief is legarded as 
universal and is coiititmed by many 
Chinese annals and local legends. 

Among the wonderful exhibits 
the Chinese have brought lo the 
Panama Pacific Exposition, not one 
Attracts tnoie attention fr..m the 
curious, or compels more admira- 
tion from the thoughtful student of 
history and art., than the col!' 
of pagodas The miniature, I 
like buildings, mounted on pe- 
destals, are always surrounded by a 
group of people, who stand With 
heads thrown back and eyes cast 
heavenward and ga»e at these 
masterpieces of intricate carvine 
until a pain in the direction of the 
medttlla oblongata warns them of 
ttieii unwonted pose. 

As a rule, it is the picturesque 

architecture, the minute carvings, 

the tiny ornaments and the 
colored decorations that at tract. 
With mild Interest thevisiiot learns 
thai this exhibit has been sent by

Fundy ■ Wonderful Xlde* 

The most wonderful tides in the 
world are those of the Bay of Fundy. 
The bay itself, a deep and nariow 
sheet of water, pent up for the most 
put between high walls of earth 
and rock, is but an inlet of the At- 
lantic, extending northeast tosonih- 
west. Iu length it is only about, 
one hundred miles, and from twen- 
ty to thirty in width. At its npper 
extremities are two arms, Chigmcto 
Bay and Minas Channel, which 
leads into Minas Basin. Numerous 
rivers empty inio Fundy, Ihe chief 
of which are the Saint John and the 
Saint Croix. 

Fundy is a veritable Dr. Jekyl 
and Mr. Hyde stretch of water. 
Some days it is placid and serene a* 
an Inland lake; on others il is a 
raging sea. As these changes often 
come so suddenly as to astonish 
even experienced navigators, the 
waters are all the more treacherous. 
But that which makes the Bry of 
Fundy stand out distinct and unique 
among waterways is its marvelous 
tidal energies. Scientists tell us 
that the rise and fall of the tides 
are governed by the changes of Ihe 
moon, but this theory goes all to 
pieces in the case of Fundy. 
While at Halifax, on the Atlantic 
coast, the tides show a normal rise 
of six feet, with little variation 
along the entire stretch of shore, 
yet at Yarmouth, at the beginning 
of the Bay of Fundy, they reach 
the height of sixteen feet. At Dig- 
by the height aftaiued is twenty- 
six to twenty-seven feel ; at Parrs- 
boro, on the Minas Strait, it is 
forty-three to forty-four feet while 
at the mouth of the Shubenacadie 
River, which extends from the Bay 
of Fundy to ihe Dartmouth Lakes, 
near Halifax, the marvelous eleva- 
tion is reached of seveuty-oue feet I 
This river has the highest tides to 
be found iu the world 

At low tide the rivers emptying 
into the Bay of Fundy are no moie 
than a narrow thread or so of water 
trickling along through glistening 
stretches of red mud; at, the high 
tide they are widespread rushing 
torrents, twenty to thirty feet deep, 
on yvhich vessels of deep draught 
•nay ride at ease. 

Decidedly one of the most in- 
teresting of Fundy's tidal vagal ies 
is the bore at Mon ton, on the 
Peticodiac River. This is a great 
wall of water, eight to 'en feet in 
height that rushes up the river at 
the rale of ten to eleven miles an 
hour. On only one other river of 
the world is such a phenomenon 
seen, is the Tsien Kaug-Kiang in 
China.

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When the editor of the Journal 
wended bis bewildered way across 
the western mountains and deserts, 
and later amid the busy throngs of 
San Francisco, certain of his friends 
implored him to take lenient views 
of the projects, platitudes and pleas, 
of the youthful westerners (mid and 
far; who planned Betting the Na- 
tional Association Convention on 
fire by their bursts of enthusiastic 
eloquence. 

Subsequent developments must 
prove to tbe most sensitive that tbe 
request was heeded. 

Like most people of more or less 
experience, we do not believe in 
throwing a wet blanket on well-in- 
tentioned enthusiasm. So nothing 
in tbe line of adverse criticism was 
attempted, except a few general re- 
marks for the benefit of those mem- 
bers who were unable to attend. The 
ardor of youth was respected and en- 
couraged, and whenever words of 
praise occurred in the narrative of 
convention events, they were surely 
merited. 

We did not touch upon Mr. How- 
son's scheme to make every deaf- 
mute a perpetual member, without 
coat save the initial fee, besides giv- 
ing him a free " official organ" and 
paying salaries to men in office. Mr. 
Wright got in a **w words of sharp 
criticism, and later palliated them 
in another and quite conciliatory 
letter. While Mr. Howson is not in 
his extreme youth, we let him off 
ause he meant well. He based 
his arguments and calculations on 
financial conditions that do not exist, 
and while the figures he gives are 
scientifically correct, they do not 
m a basis upon which terms of 
membership can be computed. They 
are entirely dependent upon an 
illusory endowment fund. 

Some of the deaf seem to think 
that Mr. Howson has solved the 
money that has confronted 

the Association for over a quarter of 
a century, and the lack of which has 
limited its power and hindered its 
effectiveness. They are wrong, of 
course. What tbe Association needs 
is thousands of new members, all of 
them endeavoring to increase the 
owrnent Fund. That a big 
endowment fund will eventually 
serialize, we have not the slightest 
doubt. But it is up to tbe present 
generation to hurry the project as 
near to a successful culmination as 
possible. Antipathy of prominent 
members towards each otber is only 
a deterrent. Success will only come 
when every one sinks individual 
animosities and labors tor the good 
which tbe Association represents 
and to which by its charter and laws 
it is committed.

Random ramblings have appeared 
now and then commenting on the 
Quid Pro Quo feature of the New 
England deaf with regard to the 
come back not afforded by member- 
ship in the N. A. D. 

Somewhere I have been naively 
assured that I am in no position to 
write on Quid Pro Quo matters, be- 
cause my father was able to give me 
a college education, and by reason of 
this supposed affluence I have for- 
feited the right to make observa- 
tions regarding the expenditure of a 
yearly half-dollar on the part of the 
New England deaf toilers. 

It is quite beyond me to get the 
pertinency of such reasoning, but I 
can assure my friends no man alive 
to-day bad a harder row to hoe than 
I had when I started out from that 
College, and if anyone is qualified by 
experience to speak of the spending 
of hard-earned money,' I surely am 
he. 

In the fate of the N. A. D. I have 
the keenest interest. 

I want to see it grow and prosper. 
I believe that a national association 
of the kind of the N. A. D. is of the 
greatest benefit to the deaf all over 
the country, for there are many 
problems confronting them that can 
be successfully attacked only under 
tbe auspices of a strong organiza- 
tion along the lines of the N. A. D., 
and I should regret to see it become 
disrupted through internal dissen- 
sions or general apathy. 

The history of the past few years 
has demonstrated the necessity of a 
compact organization on the part of 
the deaf, in order to take a firm 
stand against the tide of inimical 
legislation that threatens them and 
their invaluable sign-language more 
and more. The deaf have much to 
learn from other classes of people as 
to the value of co-operation in secur- 
ing their rights and liberties. The 
individual deaf can hope to do no- 
thing himself, no matter how pure 
his motives and how wise his coun- 
sel may be, but as a member of an 
organization he can make his wants 
known ; the association can be made 
an instrument for carrying into effect 
tbe ideas of the individual. The 
A. D. is peculiarly fitted for such 
work, and its Constitution is flexible 
enough to be made to apply to any 
thing tending the uplift of the deaf 
I shall never approve or foster any 
scheme that will result in eliminat 
ing the N. A. D. I regard such a 
movement as neither rational nor 
wise. It reminds me too forcibly of 
those awful days when the deaf were 
disorganized and wallowing in the 
mire of despondency, when they 
were, to a large extent, regarded as 
feeble-minded, and certainly treated 
as sneb. 

Now, I utterly fail to see why I 
should be called to account for sug- 
gesting that if any deaf has fifty 
cents to spare every year, he could 
find no better use for the money 
than to apply it to the membership 
fees in the N. A. D. , and I want to 
say right here that I consider it in- 
vidious to bring forth the claims for 
the N. F. S. D. every time the N. A. 
is appealed for. To my mind 
this is done only to stir up trouble 
and has got to stop forthwith. The J 
N. A. D. and the N. F S. D. are in I 
no sense competitors. Their princi- 
ples and tentes are as far apart as the 
antipodes. They can never clash. 
it has its usefulness and claims 
distinct and apart from one another. 
The destruction of the one cannot be 
filled by the otber. 

Now, the crux of the matter in 
question here is this : some one in 
New England wrote that the New 
land deaf were unwilling to join 
the N. A. D. , because there was no 
quid pro quo attached to membership 
therein. I refused to believe the 
writer spoke for any one but him- 
self, and to back up this belief offer- 
ed to pay the initiation fee for five 
new members who fitted into the 
New England writer's description. 
None has appeared I do not know 
what construction should be given 
i -appearance, but I do know 
this much: if any deaf has 50 cents 
a year to spare, that would be in- 
sufficient to make him a member of 
tbe D., but would cover all 

expenses as a N. A. D. 

There is no denying the annual 
assessments of the 
amount to quite a sum, and

most of the New England deaf care 

to apply to association work, but 

tbe fact remains that those who can 

fifty cents, and refrain from

We 
bad our way to Trenton, New Jer- 
sey, would have been our Mopping 
place instead of Cleveland for ;i few 
weeks more, and then — well that's 
another matter. It wits most form 
uateHie change was made L iter t he 
cause of the war was revealed and 
for the next four years interest in it 
did not flag. There were days ol 
rejoicing when victories for the 
North were heralded and days of 
gloom when the other side hacl the 
better in a battle.
